Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 and 3-17 allowed. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest 
reasonable prior art to the instant application does not disclose a method for 
determination of kidney function based on acquisition of CT numbers of arterial blood 
before contrast, injection of contrast, a further CT number acquisition in both arterial and 
a renal vein after injection to determine the extraction fraction of the renal system.
